» schools of Sanskrit Philosophy at the Benares Sanskrit College, will be 
eligible to hold a scholarship of Rs. 4 a month for three years. 

(2) None, who is nota Bengali by nationality, and Hindu by faith (irrespective of 

* caste), will be entitled to hold the scholarship. 

(ce) The scholarship will be called “Rani Madhu Mati Devya Scholarship’ after the 
name of my mother. 

(@) Is will be paid from the interest of 4 per cent. Government securities for 
Rs, 3,700 endorsed over by me to the Accountant-General and the Director 
of Public Instruction, Oaleutta. 

(¢) Should the Sanskrit examination alluded to in clause (a) be abolished by Govern- 
ment at any time, Government will not be entitled to convert the fund to

In 
addition to this, systematic vaccination by Government agency was extended 
to the Terai, to five thanas in the Purneah district, six thanas in Mymensingh, 
., and three thanas in Patna, the total area of the tracts brought within the opera- 
tions of the Government agency being 5,260 square miles, and the total popula- 
tion 2,354,615. Including the operations of bath systems protection was thus 
offorod during the past year to an additional area of 10,144 square miles and 
an additional population of 8,984,874. The total number of operations’ per- 
formed by the department or under its supervision and authority was 
1,304,312, as compared with 1,742,995 in 1879-80, 1,815,884 in. 1878-79, and 
1,285,801 in 1877-78, so that although there was a falling off as compared 
with 1879-80, the total outturn of work was better than in either of the two- 
receding years. Of the whole number of operations 803,545 were performed 
by licensed yaceinators, 535,467 by the Government staff, and 55,300 by 
municipal and dispensary Yaccinators, There is no doubt also a good deal of 
vaccination performed by unlicensed practitioners not under the control or 
supervision of the Vaccination Department, but the work of these unauthorized 
operators is generally of such an unsatisfactory character that it serves rather 
as a hindrance than as an aid to the operations of the department. As, however, 
has already been explained in tho Government orders of the 7th May 1879, 
it is impossible for Government. to interfere with unliconsed vaccinators. If 
the licensed vaccinators do their work well and only.take the authorized fees 
they should have a great advantage over unlicensed practitioners.

The percentage of successful cases in primary vaccination, exclud- 
ing municipal and dispensary vaccination, was 98°60, against 98°05 in 1879-80, 
and 9849 in 1878-79. The proportion was highest in the Metropolitan and 
Eastern Bengal Circles, and in the Suburbs of Calcutta, where it was 99°66, 
99:65, and 99°56, respectively ; the rate was lowest in the Ranchi Circle, where 
itowas 93°50. In secondary vaccinations, the recorded ratio of success was 30:05, 
against 20-91 in 1879-80, and 46°89 in 1878-79. Itis quite clear, as noticed by 
the Sanitary Commissioner, that some of the figures under this head are 
altogether worthless. Inthe Ranehi Circle, the success in secondary operations 
is actually shown as greater than in primary operations, and in the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs, the proportion of successful secondary operations to the total 
number of such operations is entered at 94°62 per cent. With such figures as 
these before him, it is difficult for the Lieutenant-Governor to place much 
réliance on the returns furnished by the same operators of their success in pri- 
mary vaccination. All that can be said of those returns is that they are not 
inherently improbublo, and do not bear on their face the evidence of their own 
untrustworthiness.

75. A wooden jetty, sanctioned in Government order No. 439T, of the 
16th August 1880, was constructed at the Custom House ghat at Balasore. It 
has not Been found so useful as was exposed, and a further expenditure is 
necessary to make it strong and serviceable. An estimate has been submitted 
to Government in this office No. 1129 of the 11th ultimo. F 

76. Messrs. Macneill and Company attempted for the first time to quicken 
the tyade with Calcutta by running their steamer Qorya of the river Brahminee to 
Pattamundi, but the scheme failed owing to insufficient depth of water. Since 
then, however, a steam launch, with cargo boats, has been put on the line between 
Cuttack and Chandbally in opposition to the Pioneer. 

. 77. The buoyed channels inthe Brahminee and Byturni are reported 
to be clear of all obstructions, and underwent no change to call for any special 
remarks, The bars “Juta” Chandipal and South Channel have also _under- 
gone no change. <All the buoys have been overhauled, cleaned, and 
painted by the Gavernment row boatsupplied by the Port Officer of Calcutta. 
A new red third-class buoy has been laid in place of F buoy, which was lost 
in the North Entrance Channel of the Brahminee, and is useful to steamers 
making for and leaving the port. 

78. The mooring buoys, which are being used by the steamers Sir John 
Lawrence, Ourlew, and Oorya, are in good condition. 

79. The proposal to utilise the lighter, now lying useless as a landin 
stage for the use of passengers by the Government steamer Pioneer, notices 
in paragraph 66 of my last report, has not as yet been carried out. It was 
sanctioned by Government. The plan and estimate are with the officers of the 
Public Works Department, and I hope the work will be taken in hand at an 
early date. 

80. During the last rainy season different sorts of trees, such as cocoanut, 
palm, tamarind, and casuarius, were planted on Shortt’s Island, with a view 
to their future utility, as marks to vessels making for the Dhamrah. Of these 
the cocoanut and casuarius promised well, but unfortunately some fishermen 
apparently ignorantly managed to set fire to the surrounding creepers, and 
destroyed the plants. Another attempt at planting will be made during the 
present rainy season.
